The latest recipient of the Wistaria Award from 
the Sierra Madre Beautification Committee is the 
newly restored Old City Hall. Harold Anderson 
and Fritz Ahern, the present owners, were re¬ 
sponsible for the major construction challenge of 
bringing the building up to code and making it 
earthquake proof. Residents of Sierra Madre who 
remember with a great deal of emotion their old, 
old friend — the abandoned city hall, are deeolv 
indebted to these two professional contractors. 

Old City Hall was an endangered species 
many times. Each time, there was a short re¬ 
prieve until finally the two “white knights” rode 
into town and saved the old girl, hopefully for¬ 
ever. 

Walking through the swinging front doors 
brings back a flood of memoricsl The squeek in 
the door has, very nicely been preserved. The 
rest — the wood steps, the barred payment win¬ 
dows, the firehouse and jail and the collection of 
original art which adorned the walls of the Coun¬ 
cil Chambers are no more. But, what memories 
linger. 


Prior to the construction of the city hall in 
1927, the Sierra Madre Firemen’s Club started build¬ 
ing a meeting place. What they finished was a base¬ 
ment. The club preceeded the beginning of the 
Sierra Madre Volunteer Fire Department in 1921. 

The new city facilities for fire and police were 
dedicated in 1976. At that time, these two depart¬ 
ments vacated the Old City Hall. Others followed 
in 1979. 

What was involved in the preservation of the 
old city hall? 

Demolition was the first step. To meet earth¬ 
quake standards, the roof was removed and all 
new plywood floors and roof and brace parapets 
installed. The walls had to be anchored to the 
floor and roof. Plaster was removed from the old 
brick walls and a sand blasting treatment has re¬ 
vealed the patina of wear and age. If only they 
could talk! 

Climbing the stairs, I thought of the times 
I had met in the old firemen’s quarters and 
either shivvered or swealtered. It is like the Fairy 
Godmother waved her wand and the cinders and 


ashes were gone. Ensconced in those quarters 
today is a handsomely and lavishly furnished 
executive office and apartment. Earth tone colors, 
hand crafted tile, lovely furnishings, understated 
but elegant, it is a far cry from the yester¬ 
year. 

Today, Harold Anderson uses the faciliity 
for an office, an apartment when he is in the vil¬ 
lage and he and Fritz Ahern operate an earth¬ 
quake improvement business from the site. The 
latter construction improvements are made to 
buildings within Los Angeles City. 

So, what is in the future for the grand old 
girl? Many have looked at the facility with a wide 
variety of uses in mind. Many have fallen by the 
wayside — for restaurants, parking is a problem; 
for others money is. And back to Cinderella, for 
«)me its-too big — for others a pinch.

Because he loves 
Sierra Madre — the smallness, the uncluttered 
feel and look. To quote Harold, “I love this 
building — that’s why I don’t want to sell — I 
want to lease.”

It 
would seem that there must be a mutual love af¬ 
fair — Harold with the Old City Hall and the 
town with him for saving the Dear Old Girl for us.

Lifeline gives independence 


Soon, frail elderly and disabled individuals 
living in the Methodist Hospital of Arcadia service 
area will have the possibility of a safe alternative 
to a nursing home. Lifeline, a new home care 
program began at the hospital on April 27. 

The service provides immediate access to emer¬ 
gency assistance any time, day or night. The per¬ 
sonal response system helps elderly, handicapped 


Immediately on the signal, hospital personnel 
will begin calling a prearranged list of contacts — 
usually family or neighbors, until the person’s 
needs are met. If emergency contacts can’t be 
reached, police or paramedics are notified. 

Details for the service are currently being 
worked out by a hospital team, including physicians, 
nurses, volunteers and management. Once the prog- 
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own homes. 

For those registered with Lifeline, their own 
telephone and a simple piece of equipment worn 
around the neck or wrist can be life-saving. 
Through Lifeline, help is obtained by simply 
pressing a button. 

Just how does Lifeline work? When the button 
is pushed, the communication unit that is connected 
to the subscriber’s telephone automatically dials the 
24-hour Response Center at Methodist Hospital. 
Even if the phone is off the hook, there is a 
power failure or the individual can’t activate the 
button, a built-in timer will signal for help.

Tips, Tales & Tantalizers 

Everyone, it seems, has at one time or 
another had an almost “incurable” case of the 
hiccoughs. 

In the days of primitive people it was 
believed that the Evil Eye was the cause for 
hiccoughs. However, modern science has 
proved that the hiccough or hiccup is caused 
by the closure of the glottis, which is the 
elongated space between the vocal cords, thus 
we get the “unusual” sound. 

Many cures for this embarrassing 
discomfort have been tried. An old wives’ 
cure was to drink nine swallows of water 
successively without taking a breath. Or there 
was the familiar “breathing into a paper bag” 
cure. In the days of Plato, sneezing once or 
twice was recommended. But none of these 
cures has ever worked for me. 

It is said that the cause of the closure 
of the glottis is due to a psychic nature. 

Either fear, worry or excitement will cause 
the hiccough to go away as quickly as it 
comes.
